The rout of Austrian army in Italy 
is like the breaking of the sunlight 
through the dark clouds. 
The vic­ 
torious Italians, 
elated 
by 
their 
victory, and thirsting to avenge their 
own defeat are now in full pusuit 
and the race is on. The Germans will 
probably hare enough men on the 
field in a few days to check the re­ 
treat, but Italy has been saved and 
will be a potent factor during the re­ 
mainder of the war. It would be hop­ 
ing too much to expect the retreat to 
cariy the Huns back onto their own 
plains with the Italians pushing them 
to the limit, but a good start has 
been made. 
It is highly probable 
that the western line will be so re­ 
duced by withdrawals to save the 
Austrians that the next drive will be 
delayed several weeks and by that 
time more Americans will be con­ 
fronting the kaiser’s hosts. Austria 
has been as much of a drag as an aid 
to Germany throughout the war. The 
Austrians were duck soup to the 
Russians as long as they had a clear 
field, and at several critical times the 
Germans had to weaken their lines 
elsewhere to save their allies from 
destruction.

Between the two minor 
shocks were continual and it was on- 


j ly due to many of the inhabitants* 
deserting their houses that the cas- 
’ ualties were not greater,

The Customs house collapsed, the 
i Dutch Consulate was rendered unin- 
i habitable and the Dutch Consul and’ 
| his family took refuge in sheds on 
I their lawn. 
A Chinese theater full 
of soldiers and others collapsed with­ 
out warning. It is said that not a 
single soul escaped, 
including the 
players. 
Whole streets of houses 
were wrecked and the scene in the 
Chinese quarter is one of absolute 
devastation. 
# 
Many persons assert that during 
the first shock, streams of boiling 
water and jets of steam issued from 
the earth. An informant states that 
he walked‘through masses of debris 
which was once the streets of the 
native quarter and saw bodies of the 
dead in heaps of rubbish. 
The Ja­ 
panese Red Gross Society of Swatow 
rendered valuable assistance. Tem­ 
porary hospitals have been erected to 
accommodate the wounded. Many 
hundreds of persons are homeless. 
No deaths of Europeans have been 
reported. 
Most foreigners left their 
houses and took refuge in the ships. 
An instance of the severity of the 
disturbance is that a ship, 30 miles 
to sea off Amoy felt the shock dis­ 
tinctly. 
It is believed that Amoy suffered 
as much as if not more than Swatow.

States has called upon Oklahoma to 
make sure this 'year of producing 
food for tjie people of this state and 
feed for the livestock on the farms 
so that it may not be necessary for 
us to call for the use of transporta­ 
tion facilities so greatly needed in 
supplying our armies. 
The United States department of 
Agriculture; through its direct rep­ 
resentatives in the agricultural ex­ 
tension work throughout the state, 
has formulated a definite program of 
production based on accurate knowl- J 
edge of what should be done. The es- i 
sential feature of this program is: 
Not more than one-half of the cul-l 
tivated land on any farm should be 
planted to cotton. 
Supplemental to this recommenda­ 
tion and of equal importance with it 
are the following recommendations: 
There should be a garden on ev­ 
ery farm, sufficient to supply home 
needs, consisting chiefly of products 
which may be stored in their natural 
state or canned for winter use. 
There should be planted on every 
farm not less than I acre of cane or 
Sudan grass for each head of horses 
and cattle on the farm. 
Corn should be planted only on 
land where corn produced a crop last 
year good enough for seed this year; 
other land being planted to kaffir, 
milo, or feterita for grain for feed, 
and to peanuts for feed and sale. 
Every effort should be irfade to in­ 
crease poultry production and to pro­ 
duce on every farm a sufficient sup­ 
ply of dairy products and of pork for 
home consumption. 
County and school districts of de­ 
fense are hereby directed to see to it 
that every effort is made to comply 
with these recommendations, adapt­ 
ing their application to differences 
in local conditions existing through­ 
out the state. 
Failure on the part of any member 
of the council of defense or any in­ 
dividual fully to comply with and 
carry into effect these recommenda­ 
tions is obstructing the most efficient 
prosecution of the war and is indi­ 
rectly lending aid to the enemies of 
this nation. 
It is ordered by the state council 
of defense that this recommendation 
be endorsed and that county school 
district councils of defense be re­ 
quested to co-operate in enforcing 
this program and that failure on the 
part of landowners or 
tenants 
to 
comply with this order shall at once 
be re* rted to the state council of 
defense.

Paris, May 25 (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—French avi­ 
ators are dropping behind the Ger­ 
man lines and upon German claes 
and towns thousands of copies of an 
appeal written by a Bavarian urging 
his compatriots to protest against 
Prussian tyranny and autocracy. 
The document was found recently 
on a Bavarian prisoner of war cap­ 
tured by the French. In it the writer 
'places upon Emperor William the 
guilt of the war and expresses other 
sentiments against Prussia militar­ 
ism well known to exist in Bavaria, 
despite frequent official testimonials 
of alleged solidarity and unity be­ 
tween both two German states. 
As its circulation in Germany is, of 
course, prohibited, the French au­ 
thorities undertook its 
distribution 
by air route. 
Some copies acciden­ 
tally have fallen on the French lines. 
The document reads: 
BAVARIAN COMPATRIOTS: 
“Tho frightful misery which be­ 
cause of the war has spread also to 
Bavaria, and which is leading our 
Bavarian people to almost certain 
ruin, imposes upon us the sacred du­ 
ty of thinking of the welfare of our 
country and our compatriots. 
“Who is it that has led us to this 
abyss of perdition? Let us be frank! 
It is not presumption enemies! It 
is not the English and the French! 
Neither is the other countries that 
we call the 
Entente! 
The 
guilty 
ones, one can say in all conscience 
today, are solely and only the Prus­ 
sians, or more precisely, there is but 
one guilty party—the King of Prus­ 
sia. 
The official assertion that our 
adversaries started the war against 
us and menaced us, us and our own, 
is a falsehood. 
Now the King of Prussia has the 
right, in the name of Bavaria, to de­ 
clare war and make peaee. 
“What the atrocious misery this 
country suffers signifies—a misery 
that shouts to heaven—must make us 
realize it cruelly. Prussia, by its ab­ 
solutist political situation, is obliged 
to go to war at longer or shorter pe- 
rods, if for nothing else than to sus­ 
tain the interests of its dominating 
clique. The history of Prussia is one 
of continual war with more or less 
lengthy interruptions. 
Are not the 
Prussian country squires (hobereaux) 
already talking, despite the terrible 
misery, of the next war? 
* “The present war, also, is not at 
all in the interests of Bavaria, but is 
solely a gamble for the power of the 
Prussian qtate, its military and its 
agrarians. 
“We Bavarians are not in any way 
in opposition to the interests of the 
peoples whom we are fighting. On 
the contrary France, for example, 
has notably favored our country and 
our people during the course of his­ 
tory. 
Among the governments that 
are our opponents in this war, not 
one has as one of its war aims the 
extinction of our country. 
But the 
war hinges entirely, and with good 
right, against Prussia which, with 
the Russia of other days, is the most 
corrupt state in Europe. The sons of 
Bavaria sacrifice their lives by hun­ 
dreds of thousands for this Prussia, 
for this country which a 
few de­ 
cades ago, in 1866, took away a part 
of our territory and an enormous 
war indemnity. 
“And even if it were possible to be 
victorious what can 
our 
country, 
what may we Bavarians expect from 
such a victory? As little as nothing. 
“All the precious Bavarian blood, 
all the mourning, the stirring, hor­ 
rible suffering of our compatriots, of 
our women and our children, all the 
lives sacrificed and ruined and all the 
material losses; all of that has gone 
for nothing! 
All the sacrifices have 
been without object, 
they haven't 
even been for the defense of our for 
it has not been menaced, but merely 
have been for the conservation of 
Prussian power. 
In addition, as al­ 
lies of Prussia, we have drawn upon 
us the hatred and disapprobation of 
the entire world. 
“Compatriots, the hour has come 
when we must reflect whether we 
wish to continue on to utter loss, or 
whether we want to unite in Mi ef­ 
fort to save what may yet be saved. 
Each work in this own circle, making 
proselytes, attempting to spread light 
round about.**
